The Edmonton Equal ranchise 


league wish to call the attention of 
the Women of Edmonton to the fol- 
lowing clauses of the act to amend 
the Edmonton charter which received 
assent on April 17th, 1915. 

“Clause 83." The persons entitled 
to vote at any election shall be those 
persons whose names appear on the 
last revised Ist of electors which 
shall be prepared annually as here- 
in-after provided.” 

“St, The list of electors shall in- 
clude: ’ 

“(a) All persons both male and 
female being British subjects by birth 
or naturalization, of the full age of 
twenty-one years, who have for one 
month immedintety preceding — the 
first day of June in the year for which 
the list is being prepared continuous- 
ly resided or had their fixed and per- 
manent: domiciles in the city of Ed- 
monton.” 

“(b) All persons both male and fe- 
male being British subjects by birth 
or naturalization, of the full age of 
twenty-one years. who are assessed on 
the revised assessment roll for that 
year.” 

For the purpose of registering the 
elty will provide booths in various 
convenient parts or the city which 
will be open during the whole of the 
first week in June between the hours 
of 9 a.m, and 9 p.m, (except Sufhday) 
every day, and later for the last week 
of June, where persons both male and 
female who are duly quatitied as set 
forth in the above clauses 83 and 84, 
may register and be placed duly on 
the “List of Electors.” The Edmonton 
Equal Franchise league therefore 
urge every Woman to use this oppor- 
tunity during the first week in June, 
to register and so take the first neces 
sary step towards securing the vote.

Premier Sifton, who returned Sun- 
day from a trip to New York, ¢ 
nounced to the Bulletin +» yesterday 
that provincial bonds to the amount 
of two million dollars had been sold 
to Spencer, Trask and Co,, of New 
York, at 44, the bonds being re- 
deemable in ten years. and bearing in- 
terest at the rate of 5 per cent, Hon, 
Cc, R. Mitchell, provincial treasurer, 
was with the premier when the sale 
was negotiated, and will return to the 
city on Wednesday. 

Loans to the amount of four million 
dollars had been authorized by the 
legislature, but the sale of the re- 
maining two million will be held in 
abeyance for the present, as the 
money is not immediately required. 

For Peace River Railway. 

of the two million dollars just se- 
cured, one million will be set aside for 
the Central Canada Railway company, 
for the purpose of a loan to assist in 
building the road to Peace River 
Crossing, and the remaining million 
will be for the general expenditure of 
the province, 

Discussing the terms on which the 
bonds for the two million dollars were 
sold, Premier Sifton remarked = yes- 
terday that they yielded almost ex- 
actly the same price as the Alberta 
bonds placed on the market a ye 
ago, with the exception that the re 
of interest is raised from 41-2 to 6
